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Labor and the Future 

That there is much dissatisfaction among 
the people with the policy of the present admin- 
istration toward organized labor is shown in a 
recent Gallup poll. That poll asked the jues- 
tion: “Do you approve or disapprove of the 
government's policy with regard to labor union 
regulation?” 

Of those answering, 63 per cent stated they 
disapproved, while only 31 per cent approved. 
The remaining six per cent expressed no 
opinion. 

There can be no question there are many 
things wrong with organized labor and its rela- 
tionship to the nation. Regardless of how much 
anyone may approve of the basic principle of 
organization of workers and of group bargain- 
ing. there is no doubt that present laws, as 
they have been interpreted, give too much 
power to the leaders of organized .labor. 


For vne thing there should be no conditions 
under which membership in a labor union is 
enything but voluntary. Nor should any or- 
ganization or group be granted the power to 
Jorbid any American citizen, regardless of his 
political opinions, his attitude toward labor 
unionization, from working to support himself 
and his family. 

Yet bth these conditions are frequently 
found under present labor laws and practices. 

A further evil lies in the fact that no finan- 
cial reports are required from labor organiza- 
tions. This gives leaders too great power and 
places too much temptation before them. Labor 
unions should be required to account for every 
penny of receipts and expenditures, just as are 
banks. 

And, most vital of all, no labor union should 
be permitted to make of itself a super-govern- 
ment or governmental agency toward any group 
of American citizens. Too frequently, as it is 
today, the unions demand first loyalty of the 
workers, whereas first loyalty of all Americans 
should be given to their country and all others 
should take but secondary place. 

There is nothing which more urgently calls 
for the most careful investigation, the most 
painstaking study and the most judicious re- 
form by the congress, than the laws and inter- 
pretations of those laws which today have 
resulted in the setting up of what is almost a 
super-government under the guise of organized 
labor.

Farm Machine Conservation 

It used to be the habit with too many farm- 
ers to leave their mechanical equipment out 
in the open when not in use or, at best, in- 
adequately protected from the elements. 

Today, with war demands making it im- 
possible to purchase new farm machinery, ex- 
cept in rare instances, the man who permits 
his trucks and tractors, his seeders and culti- 
vators to deteriorate into uselessness, will find 
himself without any. 

There is, therefore, peculiar interest in the 
pian announced by T. G. Walter, state director 
of vocational agriculture, to provide instruction 
in the repair of farm machinery to all Georgia 
farmers who wish it. All that is necessary is 
for 12 or 15 farmers in a community to let it 
be known they wish to join such a class, and 
one will be formed. The course will be given 
curing the winter months, in the local schools 
of each community. Each course will consist 
of a minimum of 36 hours. 

It is vitally important, not only to the indi- 
vidual farmer, but to the entire “foods for 
victory” program, that all agricultural equip- 
ment be kept in the best possible condition. 
Hence the importance of these classes for re- 
pair and maintenance of machinery being of- 
fered the farmers of Georgia.

Co-operation 

An example of wartime co-operation which 
is, incidentally, beneficial to Georgia, is found 
in the plan to ship soybeans from the middle 
west to this state, to be processed.in the crush- 
ing plants normally used for cottonseed and 
peanuts. : 

The oil from soybeans is a valuable and 
essential item of war material. The crushing 
mills of the middle west are insufficient to 
handle the crop. 

On the other hand, the oil mills of Georgia 
operate only about four months out of each 
year. That is all required to handle all the 
peanuts and cottonseed. It is the plan to use 
the Georgia mills at a season when they would 
otherwise be idle, to crush the soybeans from 
the west. 

This example of co-operation should serve 
as inspiration for greater national unity in all 
things pertaining to the war. This time, the 
plan to be put into effect will bring to the 
mills of Georgia up to $20,000,000 in added 
revenue for the year. 

It is quite possible that, when some other 
need for similar co-operative effort arises, 
Georgia will not be the beneficiary. This state 
may even be the loser because of some war- 
necessitated shift in industry. Georgians should 
then remember the soybean incident and 
realize that, in a nation united in one supreme 
task, one thing balances another and the only 
factor that really counts is the contribution 
which may be made to the nation-wide war 


program. :

ANOTHER DIVIDEND WASHINGTON, Nov. 2?9.—Now that 


Dakar has apparently come over to 
the Allied side without the necessity of firing a shot we have re- 
ceived another handsome dividend on the wise 
policy of General Eisenhower in dealing open- 
ly with Admiral Darlan, despite the latter's 
seeming record as a Nazi collaborationist. 

There are those among us, both here and 
in England, who would have had our military 
leaders disregard any expediency whatever in 
treating with the French command in North 
Africa. Their righteous indignation was just- 
ly aroused over the thought that we should 
meet any opposition at all from the French, 
whom we were there to free as a part of our 
long-range plans. 

Many of the hotter heads among the critics 
would save had us run rough shod over the 
French at any costs, disdaining to traffic with 
the Darlan group at all. This we probably could 
have done well enough, though at a consider- 
able sacrifice both in men and in time, which 
was of the essence in getting the African move 

established. 

As it is, we were able to take over the whole North African 
French area with a casualty list of only some 1,900, which was 
just about one per cent of the initial occupation force we used. 
Now we have added the’ vitally important Dakar section to the 
territory under our sphere of influence. With it probably goes 
one new French battleship, three cruisers, three destroyers, 13 
submarines, and some 60,000 French troops now concentrated 
there. 

300.000 TRAINED TROOPS Added to the approximately 

250,000 French troops that came 
over to our side through the Darlan coup in North Africa, this 
means that we have secured the services of some 300,000 trained 
men who will fight on the Allied side. 

If we had pursued the opposite course, refusing to deal with 
Darlan, we would have had to defeat this force and then hold them 
as prisoners of war afterward. It is far better to have them fight- 
ing with us, not to mention the casualties we would have sustained 
in subduing them. 

Regardless of his past record of pro-Axis leanings, therefore, 
Admiral Darlan would seem to have rendered a distinct service to 
the Allied cause. Sentimentalists who have demanded that his 
services be dispenséd with in favor of General Charles de Gaulle, 
ljeader of the Fighting French, have not properly considered the 
realities of the situation. 

As a matter of fact, it is

probably too early yet to at- 


tempt an appraisal of Admiral Darlan’s past connections with the 
Axis. Not enough of the real facts may be known. It is entirely 
possible, of course, that his professed hatred of the British and his 
putward collaboration with the Nazis was merely a front to soften 
his own position and the fate of his country. 

On at least one thing we are able to judge him favorably. At 
the first opportunity after becoming free of the Nazi-dominated 
Vichy government he threw his shackles overboard and came over 
to the side of the Allies. There was no hesitation about his action 
once he was confronted with a decision in Africa, where our forces 
picked him up in the surprise invasion. 

There is less doubt about Laval’s attitude. A pure opportunist, 
he seems to have gone over to the Axis side completely, gambling 
on a Hitler victory which he has convinced himself apparently is

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Any Burden You Carry Is Un- 
fair If the Privileged Carry None

The quota System was unfair when it resulted in the drafting 
of married men in one region while single men on the other side 
of an imaginary line were still uncalled. 


But the chief unfairness, which violates both elemental! justice 
and good sense, is that of drafting married men who have children, 
and men who are too old, and men who have physical defects, while 
exempting thousands who are young and fit. That is a distinct 
service to Hitler. 


The government now has over two and a quarter million civil 
employes; many sons of the well-to-do are taking college courses 
that insure deferment—engineering, for example, though the Army 
has a surplus of engineers; many sons of the well-to-do have been 
given commissions and the assurance of safe jobs at home; many 
thousands have been exempted because of their occupation, or be- 
cause they are “contributing to the war effort” by doing something 
that isn’t necessary. Even in the service, great numbers of fit 
young men are wasted in noncombat jobs that older men could do 
as well.) 


Among all of these there may be half a million or more who 
are young enough and fit enough for combat service. Why should 
they be excused while less fit men are called to serve? 


There is only one fair and intelligent rule for the drafting of 
fighting men. That is to forget everything but age and fitness— _ 
theugh men with families to support should be left until the last 
single man is called. 


Every man young enough and so'ind enough should be inducted, 
regardless of his job, his studies or his complementary commission. 
Whatever he is doing, an older man or a woman can take his place. 

A new rule for the future will not be enough unless it corrects 
past favoritism. There is no “equality of sacrifice” while one single 
youth who is fit to serve is tucked away in a safe place for the 
duration.

The cadet ranks here now in- 
clude two winners of the DFC. 
Richard C. McEwen, aviation ra- 
dioman, first class, received his 
award in a Navy Day ceremony at 
Athens. His award also came for 
outstanding achievement in the 
Battle of Midway. 


Dance, a modest youth, would 
rather talk about another gunner, 
named Adkins, in his squadron, 
who “when his guns became dis- 
mounted fired over his arm as a 
support, and shot down a Messer- 
schmidt, the only one of this type 
we saw, or heard of, during the 
fight.” 

Chagnon, native of Springfield,
